Long Way on a Little Pull 


After 63 years, there will be some 
changes in the well known Kentucky 
gates often called a “pull” gate. Accord- 
ing to Lexingtonian J. T. Denton, who 
recently acquired the small, persistent 
company that makes the gates, innovations 
will include new materials aimed at 
longer wear and an assembling process 
that will turn out the gates faster. 

“They will look the same,” Denton 
hastened to say. “We'd never hear the 
end of it if we did any drastic remodel- 
ing. Those gates are as traditional in cen- 
tral Kentucky as the white fences. I sup- 
pose the gates are one of the few farm 
necessities still in use that were, until a 
few months ago, exactly the same as in 
horse and buggy days.” 

The gate is so familiar that many Ken- 
tuckians do not realize that they are 
peculiar to their area until they see a 


fascinated tourist trying to get the hang 
of opening one. Made of wooden planks 
held by a crossbar, and usually painted 
white. the gate operates on a_ weight 
system so nicely balanced it requires only 
that the user give the chain a sharp pull 
to set it in motion. It was designed so 


that a man could open it without dis- 
mounting from his horse or leaving his 
buggy. 

Land owners in central Kentucky have 
been using the gates since 1898. The late 
J. R. Clark put together the first one in 
a Lexington blacksmith shop. His was not 
the first automatic gate patented. but he 
did establish what for years was the only 
firm in the world manufacturing such de- 
vices. 

“Our gate certainly wasn’t the only one 
on the market,” said a son of Clark. “But 
we always managed to make the best one 
and that way to stay in business.” At peak 
operation, the Clarks put together only 
one gate a day. Hand-fashioned, they were 


made of top-grade oak, with long Doug- 
lass fir levers and rubber-coated pull 
chains. 

The Clark family finally quit the gate 
business in 1955, when the concern was 
sold to several Lexington businessmen. 
Denton, though he intends improving on 
materials and assembly methods, will re- 
main faithful to the original design. 

“The gate will be all aluminum from 
now on, except for its hose pipe and 
chain,” Denton said. “That way, there'll 
be no deterioration. And it will be bolted 
together, so if it is damaged, you can 
order new parts. We're changing the 
factory over to assembly line methods 
and will have dealers throughout the 
country. Up to now, you’ve had to order 
locally and advertising has been strictly 
by word of mouth.” 

There were inquiries from South Amer- 
ica and Canada when the Clark family 
had the business, but when it took 6 
months of red tape to get 2 gates into 
Canada, the Clarks retired from the in- 
ternational gate market. 


Denton said, “The gate can be knocked 
down now and crated for shipping. In 
the last few years, we found shipping 
regulations abroad have become more 
reasonable and we sent them to the Koali 
Ranch in Hawaii, to a customer on the 
island of Jamaica, and even to Henry 
Ringling North of the circus family, who 
ordered 2 for his place in Ireland.

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Colts from Florida and California

Jack Price has expressed a pro- 
found interest in money, but the 
honor of winning the Kentucky 
Derby means nothing to him, he 
says. Despite this profession of 
irreverence on the part of the own- 
er, breeder, and trainer, Carry 
Back retains his place in the affec- 
tions of the public. If he survives 
the Wood Memorial with his repu- 
tation for extreme courage still 
intact, Carry Back appears likely 
to go to the post as favorite at 
Churchill Downs on May 6. 

The honors and the money of 
the Kentucky Derby, however, may 
go in any one of several directions. 
Carry Back was conceived in 
Maryland and foaled in Florida. 
Flutterby and Four-and-Twenty, 
currently ranked highest among 
the opposition, were bred in Cali- 
fornia and Kentucky, respectively, 
and are owned in western Canada. 
Crozier, which approximates Carry 
Back’s class but lacks his steadi- 
ness, is the most seasoned candi- 
date from Kentucky. Four-and- 
Twenty currently is second choice. 


The last of the preliminaries 
were still ahead, and the picture 
may change radically, but 2% 
weeks before the Derby was to be 
run there were 4 or 5 strong pre- 
tenders to the roses and about 
twice as many for which fainter 
hopes were nourished.

the Cowdin, Garden State, and Remsen Stakes, and one of the spring’s 

biggest questions is whether he can hold the top form he exhibited this 
winter in Florida, where he had 6 hard races. Owner and trainer 

Jack Price, although disclaiming any consuming interest in the Kentucky Derby, 
obviously is trying to get him there. The colt, a courageous come-from-behind 
runner, was to run in the Wood Memorial, on April 22, and in one other con- 


ditioning race before the Churchill Downs classic. A good performance in 
New York probably would make the Saggy colt the post-time favorite. 
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Carry Back probably will run in the Derby, 
although breeder-owner-trainer Jack Price has in- 
sisted that this is not necessarily so. It all depends 
on how Carry Back performs in the Wood Memorial 
and, if he passes that test, in the Derby Trial 
Stakes. Price, doubtless an enigma at Churchi_l 
Downs, insists that he is more interested in Pim- 
lico’s $150,000 than in the Downs’ $125,000. There 
seemed to be no reason, however, why the Saggy 
colt could not run in both classics, and in the Bel- 
mont Stakes, too, if it suited his management. And 
it probably will. 

Carry Back, a lean 15:3, won 5 of his 21 races 
last year, including the Cowdin, Garden State, and 
Remsen Stakes. In his first race this year he was 
fourth to Vapor Whirl at 7 furlongs, but then won 
3 straight, including the Everglades and Flamingo 
Stakes. He was third to Beau Prince in a 1;;-mile 
event on March 22, but came back with a hard- 
fought victory over Crozier in the Florida Derby. 
His determination impressed horsemen more than 
his closing speed. In 3 of his encounters with Crozier, 
the Hooper runner bothered him in the stretch, but 
in each case he took his lumps and carried on to 
win. 

His legs are clean; he has not even bucked his 


snins. And Price shrugs off all suggestions that 6 
tough races in Florida was asking too much of the 
colt. “If I thought the horse needed a rest, I would 
give him one,” Price said last week at Belmont 
Park. “I feel my horse is fresh. They say Carry 
Back’s winter races were all hard ones, but I say 
they weren’t.” 

Earlier this year, Joe Arnold, one of the syndi- 
cators of Bally Ache, offered Price $500,000 for 
Carry Back. Price turned it down; he thought he 
could win more than that. Affection for the hors: 
had nothing to do with his decision. 

Crozier, the unlucky one, remains one of the 
major question marks in the Derby drama. The big 
problems were whether he would hold a true course 
and whether he had the capacity for the Derby dis- 
tance. The sire is *My Babu, a top-class miler, and 
the dam is the Olympia mare Miss Olympia. 

In all but his first race last June, Fred Hooper’s 
runner either has been on the lead or close to it. 
In each of his last 5 races he has had a lead at the 
eighth-pole and lost it. Vapor Whirl beat him a neck 
in the 7-furlong Bahamas, Carry Back and Sherluck 
beat him a half-length in the 9-furlong Everglades 
Stakes, Carry Back beat him a head in the Flamingo 
Stakes, Beau Prince trimmed him by a nose at 1;

several of his narrow losses this year (for 
example in the Flamingo Stakes. photo at 
left) probably can be put down to the 
way he has drifted around. He will have 
blinkers and a new rider, W. Shoemaker. 
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miles, and Carry Back beat him a head in the Flor- 
ida Derby. 

In mid-April Parke outfitted Crozier with blink- 
ers, in the hope that they would stop him from 
swerving, and Fred Hooper announced that he had 
contracted with Bill Shoemaker to handle the colt 
in the Forerunner Purse at Keeneland on Friday, 
April 21. It had not been decided whether the new 
combination would be tried again in the Blue Grass 
Stakes or Derby Trial Stakes. 

“He needs a sit-still rider,’ Hooper told the 
Racing Form’s Joe Hirsch, “and Shoemaker is one 
of the best. If he can rate Crozier off the pace and 
move right on the money, he could get the job 
done.” 

At mid-week it appeared doubtful that Calumet 
Farm, in the market for an unprecedented eighth 
Derby victory, would have a starter. Beau Prince, 
the stout Bull Lea colt upon which trainer Jimmy 
Jones had pinned his hopes, was hurting in his right 
fore foot. 

“The way it looks to me right now is that there 
is a little problem down there, and if we keep 
pounding it, that little problem will become a big 
problem,” Jones told the Louisville Courier-Journal’s 
Jerry McNerney. 

Jones said Beau Prince had returned sore after 
the Florida Derby, in which he was third to Carry 
Back and Crozier. X-rays so far had been inconclu- 
sive, and more were to be taken. 


“But every 24 hours weakens his chances of - 


making it,” Jones said. 

If Beau Prince does not start, Calumet could go 
with a substitute, the *My Babu colt Sho Lea, 
which on Saturday, April 15, at Keeneland ran a 
promising race in defeating He’s a Pistol at 6% 
furlongs. Sho Lea won 2 of his 10 starts last year, 
and in his only appearance in an added-money event 
he was unplaced to Kings Song in the mile-and-70- 
yard City of Miami Beach Stakes. He appears to be 
a come-from-behind runner. 

Sho Lea lacks the constitution of Beau Prince, 
and if he becomes a substitute in the Derby, he 
probably will run in the Blue Grass Stakes at Keene- 
land. The trainer thought that the Derby Trial, on 
Tuesday before the big race, would be asking too 
much. 

King Ranch may be represented by the Middle- 
ground colt Bal Musette, which trainer Max Hirsch 
brought out of South Carolina this spring still a 
maiden. In the colt’s first start of the campaign 
he came on in the stretch to beat Nashua Blue a 
head in the 7-furlong Governor’s Gold Cup at Bowie 
on April 8. On April 15 at Aqueduct he lost by a 
neck to Hitting Away at a mile, setting a question 
mark beside his Derby prospects. 

Bal Musette, a brother to the good race mare 
Chistosa, stands 15:3, and weighs about 950 pounds. 

Hirsch generally has been cautious in his ap-

praisal of Bal Musette, but in one unguarded mo- 
ment he told a New York newsman. “When I watch 
him breeze, I say to myself, ‘Here’s the classiest 
horse I’ve ever seen in all my life, and never have I 
had one which trained as kind!y or showed greater 
potential.’”’ The 80-year-old Hirsch trained the 
Derby winners Bold Venture, Assault, and Middle- 
ground. 

Another colt which came out of South Carolina 
to become a factor in the pre-Derby speculation was 
Robert Lehman’s Ambiopoise, a son of *Ambiorix 
trained by Tom Waller. Ambiopoise at 2 was second 
in the Saratoga Special and third in the Remsen 
Stakes. He seemed to have neither early foot nor a 
marked disposition to stay a distance, but in his 
first start of the current camvaign, on March 28 
at Aqueduct, he was second to Globemaster at 6 
furlongs, and in his second race, on April 8, he won 
the one-mile Gotham Stakes, drawing off in the 
last eighth to a 6-length margin over Globemaster 
and *Merry Ruler. 

Ambiopoise is substantially constructed, stand- 
ing 16 hands and weighing about 1,100 pounds, and 
Waller calls him “sound as a dollar.” 

“The Wood is all we’re planning right now,” 
Waller said. “As for the Trial or a prep race before 
the Derby, it is not in our planning.” 

Bobby Ussery, who rode Ambiopoise for the 
first time in the Gotham, can have the mount in 
the Derby, if he wants it. He probably will. 

Earlier this year one of the most promising of 
the Derby candidates was Harbor View Farm’s 
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Garwol. The *My Babu colt last year won the Pim- 
lico Futurity and placed in 5 other major stakes, 
and in his first race of the new campaign, 6 fur- 
longs at Hialeah Park on February 25, he was sec- 
ond to Beau Prince, coming on stoutly through the 
stretch and losing by a half-length. In his next race, 
on March 8, Sho Lea beat him a nose at 7 furlongs, 
and 2 weeks later he was fourth to Beau Prince, 
Crozier, and Carry Back in a 1;-mile race. The 
same 3 finished ahead of him in the Florida Derby. 

“We'll wait and see,” trainer Burley Parke said 
in New York last week. “‘You just don’t make a com- 
mitment unless you are certain. How can I at this 
time? Garwol—not a good work horse—is coming 
along all right. We hope to run him in the Derby, 
but first he has to run in the Wood.” 

Garwol, 15:3 and about 1,000 pounds, is deep 
through the girth and long-bodied. He is not a 
front-runner, and his performances suggest he 
should be able to handle the Derby distance. But 
he will have to improve substantially on his last 
2 races. 

California will have much to say about this 
year’s Derby. The principal West Coast candidates 
are the front-running Four-and-Twenty and the 
come-from-behind Flutterby, both owned by Alberta 
Ranches. 

Flutterby was the second foal of *Blue Butterfly, 
best 2-year-old filly of her year in Ireland, winning 
at 4 of the Ayr Gold Cup in England, and in the 
U. S. winner of the 1954 San Mateo Matron Handi-

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THE LAST Triple Crown winner. in 1948. was Calumet Farm’s Citation 
(above). a representative of the most successful stable in the modern 
history of racing. Beginning with its first success. in 1941, Calumet 
has had 7 Kentucky Derby winners — Whirlaway. Pensive. Citation. 
Ponder, Hill Gail, Iron Liege. and Tim Tam. All of these were trained 
by either Ben or Jimmy Jones, and 3 of them — Whirlaway. Citation. 
and Hill Gail— were ridden by Eddie Arcaro. The elder Jones and 
Arcaro each has one other Derby winner to his credit: Jones trained 
Woolford Farm’s Lawrin, and Arcaro handled Hoop.

cap and the 1955 Santa Maria and Santa 
Margarita Handicaps. The late-running 
son of *Noor last year finished second to 
Captain Fair in the Golden Gate Futurity 
and was third to Captain Fair and Olden 
Times in the California Breeders’ Trial 
Stakes. Early this season he exhibited the 
class which made him a candidate for the 
spring classics. In the 1,';-mile California 
Breeders’ Champion Stakes on February 
8, Olden Times defeated Flutterby by a 
head, setting the pace and withstanding 
a long drive. John Longden, who had 
ridden the colt, later said that Flutterby 
had gone willingly past every horse in 
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Your Host Destroyed 


Your Host was destroyed on April 17 at 
Mrs. F. Wallis Armstrong’s Meadowview 
Farms. Moorestown, N. J. Earlier in the 
month the 14-year-old stallion’s book had 
been canceled after he dislocated his right 
stifle. The crippled fore leg and other 
complications, forced the decision to put 
him down. 

The son of *Alibhai and *Boudoir II 
had won 13 races and had earned $384.795 
when he fell in the 1951 San Pasqual 
Handicap, fracturing the ulna in his right 
fore leg in 4 places. Lloyd’s of London 
paid owner William Goetz $250.000  in- 
surance for the horse, sending him to 
George W. Stratton’s Circle S Ranch in 
California, and placing him under the care 
of Dr. John Walker. 

Though permanently crippled. Your 
Host showed great courage in his fight 
for life, and on April 2, 1952. the insur- 
ance company sold him to a_ syndicate 
of New Jersey breeders, headed by Mrs. 
Armstrong and her late husband. Under 
the conditions of the sale. Your Host 
stood in California for the 1952 season. 
and in September of that year he was 
moved to Meadowview Farms, where he 
stood until his death. 

Your Host was represented in 1960 by 
“horse of the year” Kelso. He was also 
the sire of Social Climber ($256,375), 
Prize Host ($163,495), Blen Host ($143.- 
865), Miss Todd ($121,710), and 4 other 
stakes winners. 


Prince Chevalier's Death 


The 18-year-old Prince Chevalier died 
of a heart attack at the Cheveley Park 
Stud, Newmarket, on April 13. As the 
sire of Charlottesville, he had gained his 
greatest success in 1960, when he stood 
at the top of the list of sires in France. 

Son of Prince Rose—Chevalerie, by 
Abbot’s Speed, Prince Chevalier was bred 
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the race except one, but had seemed con- 
tent to run along with Olden Times. 
Trainer Vance Longden, Johnny’s 31- 
year-old son, agreed that Flutterby was 
lazy and that he had a tendency to loaf 
when he got to the leader. 


Before the San Felipe Handicap on 
February 18, the father-and-son combina- 
tion schooled Flutterby to break his habit 
of hanging. Flutterby made up the 2 
lengths which separated him from Olden 
Times at the top of the stretch. and as 
he drew abreast of the leader Longden 
showered him with his whip. Flutterby 
shoved his head in front to register his 
first stakes victory. 

For the Santa Anita Derby, Alberta 
Ranches sent out both colts, and Long-

in France and raced there with the high- 
est distinction. He won the 114-mile Prix 
de Conde as a 2-year-old in 1945, and the 
following year his victories included the 
Prix Greffulhe, Prix Daru-Noailles, Prix 
Lupin. and Prix du Jockey Club (Derby). 
Souverain defeated him by a short head 
in the 3.000-meter Grand Prix de Paris. 
and again in the Prix Royal Oak. and 
the unbeaten Caracalla beat him a head 
in the Prix de Are de Triomphe. 

Prince Chevalier was bought by an 
English syndicate in 1946. Aside from 
Charlottesville. his most successful runner 
was the Derby winner *Arctic Prince. 
His offspring included numerous other 
high-class horses.

made all the pace and won by three. 
quarters of a length from Ronnie’s Ace. 
Flutterby, ridden by Eddie Arcaro and 
coming off the pace as usual. closed 
well but the film patrol showed he stum- 
bled slightly in the stretch and he finished 
third. 34% lengths farther back. 

The one-mile California Derby Trial 
Stakes on April 1 was Flutterby’s next 
race. and this time Hank Moreno was in 
the saddle. Again the colt came from far 
off the pace and was getting to Songman 
at the finish. but lost by a neck. The run- 
ner-up, conceding 9 pounds to the winner, 
finished a neck in front of Wire Us. 

On April 15 Flutterby was odds-on tor 
the California Derby. at 11% miles. Long- 
den was back in the saddle. and he te- 
served the colt well off the early pace 
as Mr. Consistency and Songman fought 
for the lead. After drawing almost even 
with the leading Mr. Consistency in the 
stretch. Flutterby appeared to pull him- 
self up and he was beaten a neck. Long- 
den said. “Flutterby ducked a shadow, 
and when I got him going again it was 
too late.” 

The favored Pappa’s All. which dropped 
out of the running after the first 6 fur- 
longs. came out of the race with a 
strained suspensory ligament, canceling 
his chance to run in the Kentucky Derby. 

Kerr Stable’s Mr. Consistency and 
*Gay Landing. first and third in the Calli- 
fornia Derby. and Flutterby were sched- 
uled to fly from California to Kentucky 
on Sunday, April 15. but a storm delayed 
their departure. and they did not arrive 
in Lexington until April 18. 

Conceived and foaled in Kentucky. Four- 
and-Twenty was the first foal of *Six- 
pence II. a sister to *Ballydam. sire of the 
remarkable Bally Ache. *Sixpence II won 
5 of her 6 starts as a 2-year-old. and was 
the top-weighted filly in the Irish and 
English Free Handicaps. Four-and-Twenty 
was from the first crop by Blue Prince. 
which at 2 won the 6-furlong Woodcote 
Stakes and at 3 won the 114-mile Duke 
of York Stakes, and finished third in the 
1'5-mile King Edward Stakes. beaten 
11% lengths. At 4 Blue Prince won the 
Zetland Gold Cup Handicap and the Hed- 
don Stakes at 114 miles. finished second 
in the 1%4-mile City and Surban Handi- 
cap at Epsom and in the 214-mile Gold 
Cup at Ascot. 

In April last year, while training at 
Hollywood Park. Four-and-Twenty  frac- 
tured the tibia on his near side. The in- 
jury. hairline fracture. healed. and 
Four-and-Twenty was returned to training 
in 3 months. He won his only start of the 
season at Golden Gate Fields on December 
2. He won twice at Santa Anita Park in 
February, then came out for the Santa 
Anita Derby on March 4. He took the 
lead at once and was still running easily 
with a quarter of a mile to go when 
he hesitated slightly, possibly startled by 
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GREEK SONG’S Goldflower won the famous Ashland 
Stakes at Keeneland last Saturday. This 3-year-old 
filly has now put two good races together — the Ash- 
land Prep followed by the Ashland Stakes — and ap- 
pears to be a real contender for 3-year-old filly classic 
races. She did not race at two and has won three of 
five starts this year.

Quiet and 
well behaved, he has a habit of standing 
on 3 legs, shifting his weight from one 
hind leg to the other and resting a hoof 
against the cannon of the supporting leg. 
To protect him against injury, he wears a 
pair of felt shipping boots in his stall.

LaureL, Mp. On the way from the Fair 
Grounds to Laurel in mid-March, trainer 
Bill Resseguet remarked to his 29-year-old 
assistant. Huey Bray: “We'll have to find 
a boy who'll get on him mornings. get to 
know and understand him. Maybe some- 
body like George Hettinger.” This obser- 
vation by the veteran New Orleans horse- 
man may prove highly important in the 
development of Orleans Doge. the “rail 
runner” which came outside horses to de- 
feat Scotch Bull in Saturday’s Chesapeake 
Stakes, a race which four times has _ pro- 
duced a future winner of the Kentucky 
Derby. 

A $12.700 yearling purchase at Keene- 
land. Orleans Doge provoked only the 
optimism of his owner. Ben Weiner. who 
nominated the big colt “to everything” 
while winning but one race last year. 
Bray, a slim, tanned youth from Ocala 
who saddled Orleans Doge when his boss 
flew to New Orleans (Resseguet’s father 
had died the previous day). described 
Orleans Doge as a “sulker, a tail switch- 


er, and a horse you can’t hit.” After the 
victory. however, there was no unanimity 
of opinion about Orleans Doge’s | tail 
switching. Weiner, a New Orleans retail 
furniture dealer and a partner with Resse- 
guet in the ownership of the Chesapeake 
winner, commented, “His hole card is not 
to make him switch his tail too much; 
a little bit, like in today’s race, is all 
right, though.” 

“He’s a little dangerous to ride,” con- 
tinued Bray, who galloped Orleans Doge 
until Hettinger was engaged soon after 
arrival at Laurel. “He'll make you pick up 
his head and gather him in. You got to 
make him think he’s running off a little. 
as if he were making the decision to run. 
He’s lazy and not much of a work horse. 
A half in :50 or :51 is moving for him. 
Have a horse work with him, and _ he’ll 
lug in on the stablemate. Hit him, and 
he'll go to switching his tail.” 

Among Orleans Doge’s other notions 
was his bent to hug the rail.” It was 
either move on the rail with him or get 
beat.” said Bray. This habit, however. 
invited trouble. This was especially true 
in the Louisiana Derby, in which he 
wound up fifth to Bass Clef. “The winner

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recalled. “Bass Clef went outside and our 
horse took the rail and got stopped twice 
in the stretch.” 

Five weeks afterward, Orleans Doge 
tested the track over which his sire, The 
Doge. won the Laurel Handicap in 1945 
and 1947. The 7-furlong race was named 
the Colonel Matt Winn Purse, a prep for 
the Chesapeake. On the backstretch Het- 
tinger and Orleans Doge were last. As the 
field bunched up nearing the stretch turn, 
Orleans Doge began a serious challenge 
along the inside, but Hettinger was forced 
to steer away from the rail on the turn, 
his mount went outside of 2 horses and 
continued on strongly to win. This was the 
first time Orleans Doge had raced very 
kindly after being asked to circle horses.” 
Bray said. 

The beaten favorite in the Colonel Matt 
Winn was Hy-Nat. This Bimelech colt was 
deprived of a chance in the Chesapeake 
when he became a victim of a virus on 
Friday evening. Eleven horses went post- 
ward in the Chesapeake, and the crowd 
of 18,000 strongly backed Ring Around. 
ridden by Herberto Hinojosa. Bursting out 
of the gate from the outside post and forg- 
ing into a quick lead was Scotch Bull, 
which widened out along the backstretch 
and into the far turn. 

Ring Around and Orleans Doge had 
only Sunshine Cake in their wake along 
the backstretch. Leaving the half-mile- 
pole, Orleans Doge began to move along 
the rail and Ring Around increased his 
tempo in the center of the track. (Hino- 
josa later explained: “A horse came over 
on us as we tried to go between horses 
at the far turn, and we nearly went 
down.”) Orleans Doge circled Jack Bend- 
er, Might Monster, and Might is Right on 
the bend. Orleans Doge, free at the head 
of the stretch, set sail for the leader and 
came abreast of him before reaching the 
sixteenth marker. hesitated as he 
came alongside Scotch Bull. “He tried to 
prop. but I shook my stick at him and 
he went on,” Hettinger explained in the 
winner's circle. 

Weiner, a happy man in the winner’s 
circle, underscored his attachment to the 
one-time recalcitrant Orleans Doge, say- 
ing. “I'd give both my arms and legs to 
take this horse to the Derby, but of course, 
that’s for Bill to say.” Resseguet, from 
New Orleans, said that he would have 
to wait and see. 

Bray reiterated Resseguet’s belief that 
unless a boy knew his horse, he wasn’t 
going to get along with him. “He’s a 100 
per cent better horse since he came to 
Maryland and a boy began to get on him 
regularly.” 

Weiner entered racing in 1951 as one 
of 3 who raced in the name of the Three 
W Stable. Their first purchase, for $2500. 
was Zaca Bee and her foal, later named 
Larrieweil. This colt won 8 races and is 
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now a stallion in southwest Louisiana. 
Weiner and Resseguet joined forces in 
1957. The stocky and ebullient business- 
man credits Resseguet as being a “terrific 
selector of yearlings.” 

Dropping the receiver after having 
spoken to his trainer, Weiner said, “This 
is the kind of man Resseguet is: he was 
happy to hear that Orleans Doge had 
won. But he also wanted to know about 
another man’s $5.000 claiming horse who 
ran earlier today.”

"Horses Make Riders'' 


Miami. Willie Morrisey walked into 
the jocks’ room at Gulf Stream Park. 
wiped his hand over his balding head, and 
received congratulations from most of 
the riders in the room. 

“Just goes to prove, Willie.” one rider 
said. “age don’t mean a thing.” 

Willie had just ridden a bang-up race 
on Vetian’s Pal—a horse which hadn't 
been out in a year—and had won by a 
length. For Morrisey it was a memor- 
able event. Vetian’s Pal was the fourth 
horse he had ridden in 116 days of Flor- 
ida racing. 

“lve been pleading with guys all win- 
ter to put me on horses. but nobody wants 
to give an old guy a chance.” Willie 
said. “I'm 45: been riding since 1934. 
Broke my maiden at Charles Town. Rode 
all over. from New York on down. I guess 
“43 and *44 were my best years. Win a 


$15.000 stake at Hawthorne on Happy 
Issue in °44. The year Mexico City open- 
ed (1943), I win 43 races in 45 days. 

“Spills didn’t do my career much good. 
I’ve taken some bad ones. In 1944 I went 
down at Washington Park and the last 
horse stepped on my head. I had a frac- 
tured skull, a concussion, and a_ brain 
hemorrhage. I’m not bragging, but I was 
back up in 7 weeks. Win that stake with 
Happy Issue that fall. 

“Very next year, at Churchill, I was 
working a 2-year-old and she bolted on 
me. Hit the fence. and it was a wire 
fence. too. I drove one of those stakes 
10 feet with my shoulder. I got a frac- 
tured back and collar bone out of that 
one. Come right back again, though. Seven 
weeks and I was riding—win with my 
first mount.” 

Asked how long had it been since his 
last winner, Willie grinned. 

“Let’s not go into that. Oh, well, might 
as well be truthful. It’s been 2 years. But 
you got to remember I didn’t ride more 
than a dozen horses last year, and not 
many more than that the year before. 
Everybody figures you’re too old and not 
going good. How are you going to do 
any good if nobody gives you a chance? 

“They all love a winner. A_ jillion 
people will tell me how good I rode 
this horse today. If I’d got beat, they’d 
all say what a bad rider I was. Good 
horses make good riders, and don’t you 
ever forget it. 


“Nobody gives you a shot when you're 
going bad. I exercise horses every morn- 
ing. Last few years a lot of guys ride

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me when their horse needs a race. Then, 
when he’s ready to run, they take me off. 

“When a guy’s going bad, let him 
alone. | remember in °56 I went up to 
New York and win with the first horse I 
rode. Toney Betts has to go and write 
that a 40-year-old exercise boy wins a 
race. Why couldn't he let well enough 
alone?” 

Willie, who has been married for 26 
years, carves out an existence exercising 
horses. “It’s a living, that’s about all. 
Worst of it is, I'm so light. I weighed 106 
today, in silks. 

“When Gulfstream closes I’m going to 
Chicago with a guy. I'll exercise horses 
for him, and he’s promised to give me 
what chances he can. That’s all I want— 
a chance.” 

Morrisey considers Eddie Arcaro the 
best of the modern riders, but thinks 
Laverne Fator may have been the best 
he’s ever seen. 

“T was pretty young when I saw him 
ride.” Willie said, “but Fator was a 
helluva rider. He could do about any- 
thing on a_ horse. The business has 
changed a lot since I started. It used to 
be you wrapped up on a horse coming 
out of the gate and didn’t run to the 
three-eighths-pole. Now you start driving 
coming out of the gate.” 

The venerable Roy Lawson trained Ve- 
tian’s Pal: Morrisey galloped him most 
of the winter. Vetian’s Pal opened at 
20-1 and went to 3-2 first pop. He closed 
at 9-2. 

“T was real surprised to see all that 
money show.” Morrisey said. “I didn’t 
tell nobody about this horse.” 

Willie broke Vetian’s Pal on the lead 
in the mile-and-a-sixteenth race. fell back 
to third on the stretch turn, came on 
again, and won by a length. 

“Like I said, horses make riders.”

Solutions on Asking 


New York. “She can go-go-go,” Bill 
Hartack said to Darby Dan Farm trainer 
Jim Conway after the unbeaten 3-year-old 
Primonetta won the Prioress at Aqueduct 
on April 12. “I hit her only once. She 
was a little excited and she wanted to run 
hard early.” 

Primonetta, a pretty chestnut filly, has 
won 6 races. She was clocked in 1:1035 
for the Prioress, best time in the 14-year 
history of the race. The old mark was 
1:11°5. set by Tilly Rose in 1951. 

It was the second time in 2 weeks Har- 
tack had flown here from Florida to ride 
Primonetta. On April 4 Hartack rode the 
daughter of Swaps in an allowance race 
and won easily. It was his only mount. 
Wednesday he was up on 4 horses. win- 
ning with 2. 

Primonetta is eligible for all the filly 
classics. Her next objective may be on 
April 26 in the Comely Stakes, in which 
Bowl of Flowers may make her first start 
of the season. But Conway would not 
commit himself definitely on the Comely. 

The Prioress was the first race in which 
Primonetta did not cut out most of the 
early pace. 

“There was a reason.” Conway said. 
“She was breaking from the outside (No. 
8 in a 10-horse field) and there was a 
lot of speed in the race on the inside. 
Bill rated her beautifully and made his 
big move at the top of the stretch.” 

Apatontheback was second. a length and 
a half behind the winner. Mighty Fair 
was third. Pay-off on the winner was 
$2.70. Primonetta picked up $15,500 and 
increased her total earnings to $52.594. 


The Field for the Wood 
The Wood Memorial on April 22 will 


have an imposing line-up. including Carry 


Back. Bal Musette. Ambiopoise. Dr. Miller 


and Globemaster. Dr. Miller finished third 
in a 6-furlong allowance race won by 
Apple Eva. He was last until they hit the 
top of the homestretch, then he circled 
the field and finished fastest of all under 
a strong hand ride by Sam Boulmetis.

The Riders Are Walking 


The plague of suspensions which hov- 
ered over Aqueduct was unprecedented. 
It struck 10 jockeys from March 20 to 
April 14. At this time last year only 4 
riders had been set down. The riders set 
down since March 20 were Pete Ander- 
son, Rogelio Trejos, Hedley Woodhouse, 
Eric Guerin, Al Branham, Heliodoro Gus- 
tines, Jack Yother, Jack Leonard (twice), 
and George Wallis. 

Wallis. 52 years of age, is the oldest 
active rider on the track. The jockey af- 
fected most severely was Leonard. The 
22-year-old buzz-saw was slapped with his 
second 10 days on April 10. It hurt the 
pocketbook, but what Jackie felt most was 
the inactivity. He works horses for trainer 
Allen Jerkens to keep in shape. All he 
had to say of his second suspension was: 
“When you ride a lot of horses, you just 
can't keep all of them straight.” 

The increased number of suspensions 
for “careless riding” raised the question 
among agents: Why always 10 days? Why 
not 3 or 5? Ten days is “an operating 
policy.” say the stewards, who can give a 
rider as much as 60 days without referring 
it to the commission. At western tracks 
the tendency has been to specify 5-day 
suspensions for similar violations. 

Why so many suspensions? 

“It’s been more careless riding,” said 
steward Cal Rainey, former rider. “And

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we handle the situations as they occur.

Francis P. Dunne, the New York State 
Racing Commission’s representative (the 
other steward is Myron Davis). says 
there had been more carelessness than 
usual. “We don’t like to suspend any- 
body: we just have to do it.” 


Ozone Park. The New York Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion held a meeting in the Skyway Motel 
Wednesday night, April 12. National 
president Irving Gushen presided and 
more than 140 trainers attended. Divi- 
sional vice president Frank Dougherty 
deputized for president Sol Rutchick, who 
is confined at the Mt. Sinai Hospital in 
New York after a throat operation. 

A committee appointed at the meeting 
to discuss general problems with manage- 
ment was composed of Casey Hayes, 
Frank Wright. Buddy Jacobsen. John 
Nerud, Stanley Greene. and Max Gluck. 

HBPA secretary Ronald Mooney an- 
nounced that the directors will meet within 
the next 5 weeks to set a date for a meet- 
ing for nomination of officers. An elec- 
tion will be held 10 days after the 
meeting.

Primonetta, undefeated in 5 previous races, kept 
her record intact by winning the Prioress Stakes. 
Reserved off the pace for the first time in her 
career, she moved forward rapidly on the final 
turn, took the lead from Exceed at the top of 
the stretch, and held Apatontheback safe, winning 
by 1% lengths and paying $2.70. Her time, 1:10%5, 
was four-fifths of a second faster than the previous 
record for the event, set in 1951 at Jamaica. 

At Aqueduct last fall, Primonetta won 3 races, 
then was sent to Pimlico, where she tow roped a 
small field of 4 other fillies in the Marguerite 
Stakes on November 26 and was retired for the 
season. In the Experimental Free Handicap she 
was given 115 pounds, 7 pounds below the top- 
ranked Bowl of Flowers and a pound below Rose 
Bower. Primonetta trained in Florida during the 
winter, but did not race again until she was re- 
turned to Aqueduct, where on April 4 she led all 
the way to win by more than 3 lengths from 
Apatontheback and 3 others. 


Conceived in California, where Swaps made his 
first season, Primonetta was foaled on February 
14, 1958, at Darby Dan Farm, Lexington. Banquet 
Bell has a yearling brother to Primonetta, and on 
March 30 she dropped a colt by *Gallant Man.

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Things and People 
Ranking Rider 
Mountless 


New York. Alphonso Coy was the fifth- 
ranking jockey in point of victories last 
year, but in New York he can’t buy a 
mount. In the first 4 weeks at Aqueduct 
the 26-year-old rider was up on only 18 
horses. and the number would have been 
less if he hadn’t been working for trainer 
Mario Padovani. The trainer uses Coy as 
an exercise boy in the morning and has 
first call on his services in the afternoon 


“It’s been real tough,” said Coy, first- 
or second-ranking rider in Canada since 
1957. “Just a lot of promises. Owners say 
they are tied up right now with other 
riders. | knew it would be hard to get 
going, but I had to give it a try. I intend 
to stick it out here for a while.” 

Last year Coy rode 228 winners and 
won 32 stakes. mostly in Canada, to rank 
fifth in North America and second in 
Canada. In 1958 he was first in Canada. 
and in 1959 he was second. Only Al 
Gomez topped Coy up there the last 2 
years. 

Coy admitted the competition here was 
tougher. “One thing here, a boy has more 
of a shot in a race because he knows it’s 
not a Wild West rodeo. In Canada those 
boys are all over the race track. 

“Down here you think twice because 
you're matching wits with the best. That’s 
why Gomez has them over a barrel in 
Canada. He is real smart, and he has 
been riding a long time.” 

Coy had been in New York before but 
never had ridden with any great success. 
The stables he was riding for never could 
seem to get rolling. 

He will go back to ride in the Queens 
Plate in June. He won the race in 1958 
with Caladon Beau for owner Connie 
Smythe. 

Coy, son of a retired coal miner, was 
born in Mt. Pleasant, Pa. (He was the 
only boy in a family of 4. Since his suc- 
cess on the tracks he has bought a farm 
for the family in Pennsylvania.) He start- 
ed his career at ThistleDown at the age 
of 17, and in 1953 and 1955 he was the 
leading rider on the New England cir- 
cuit. 

His agent in New York is Sandy Arden, 
who said, “Coy is a natural lightweight 
rider. He can do 106. And he is the 
fastest rider at switching sticks I have 
ever seen. Watch him. He does it so 
smoothly the horse doesn’t know it until 
he gets hit. 

“He can ride with the best. He has 
been out of the money only once with my 
horses. In the morning he is a hard work- 
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er, too. No slacker. I hope the other 
trainers wake up and give him a shot. I'd 
hate to lose him.” 

Padovani said he was thinking seri- 
ously of hanging a “Help Wanted” sign 
outside his barn here. It would read: 
Jockey who has ridden more than 700 
winners in 4 years available.

Boat Pump Therapy 


A few weeks ago a reader sent us a 
paragraph taken from a letter he had re- 
ceived from a friend in Alaska: “We 
have a fine little colt born last May, 
though she looks more like a moose now. 
with the long hair they grow up here to 
keep warm. They seem to go through our 
cold winters very well . .. We don’t have 
a good vet here, so this summer when we 
found the mare all bloated, lying on her 
back with glazed eyes, from getting into a 
huge bag of bad potatoes, I quickly fixed 
up a tub of warm soapy water, plus a 
gallon of olive oil. When the hose and 
funnel wouldn’t do the job, I called for 
the boat pump —reversed the idea — 
pumping the mixture into her. Got her 
up, and after walking her 3 or 4 hours 
she was fine. If anyone isn’t quite up to 
par, they won't come near our farm; they 
are afraid of the boat pump treatment.”

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Racing Abroad 


Derby Favorite Before First Race, 
Pinturischio at 5-2 for Guineas 


Lonpon. Pinturischio, Sir Victor Sas- 
soon’s 3-year-old by the Derby winner 
Pinza out of the Italian mare Natalina 
da Murano, made his first appearance on 
a race course at Newmarket on April 13, 
when he won the one-mile Wood Ditton 
Stakes by a length from Nicomedus. 

Those are the bare facts relating to the 
debut of a colt which attracted a crowd 
worthy of a “Guineas” day at Britain’s 
Turf Headquarters, as well as a battery 
of television cameras and news reporters. 
In fact. his success in this £559 race, 
confined to 3-year-olds which had never 
run before. was featured in the BBC's 
“Radio Newsreel” program that evening. 

Pinturischio’s name had been on every- 
hody’s lips for the last 6 months. Never, 
it was said, had such a magnificent Thor- 
oughbred graced the Newmarket stables 
of Noel Murless, who had already trained 
the winners of 8 English classic races. 

Before his first race Pinturischio had 
been made favorite at 3 to 1 for the Two 
Thousand Guineas and at 5 to 1 for the 
Derby—a state of affairs which had no 
precedent in English racing history. Two 
days before he ran, his stable companion 
Aurelius had won the Craven Stakes from 
the odds-on favorite Eagle, which till 
then had been well fancied to win the 
Two Thousand Guineas. Pinturischio was 
said to have slammed Aurelius in home 
gallops, so it was not surprising that 
many of the large crowd preferred to 
miss the previous race so as to make 
sure of getting a good look at the “won- 
der horse” being paraded in No. 2 ring 
before being saddled up. 

They saw a magnificent bay colt, stand- 
ing a full 16 hands and beautifully pro- 
portioned, not unlike his sire Pinza. His 
temperament seemed excellent. and_ his 
limbs seemed built to carry his massive 
frame, although there were several who 
criticized his roundish joints and express- 
ed the fear that these might give trouble 
on hard going. 

Pinturischio cantered down to the start 
in magnificent style. No fault could be 
found with his action, and his behavior 
at the starting gate was exemplary. He 
came back just as impressively, and Les- 
ter Piggott had only to move his hands 
to encourage him to lengthen his stride 
and win with his ears pricked. 

No one could deny that here was a 
colt well qualified for consideration in 
the Two Thousand Guineas on April 26, 
and possibly in the Epsom Derby as well, 
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especially in a year when the colts in 
England and France appeared to be sub- 
standard. But what Pinturischio accom- 
plished certainly did not justify his sub- 
sequent support at 5 to 2 for the Two 
Thousand. 

After all, he only did what a number 
of maiden 3-year-olds could have done 
equally well, namely, to beat a 3-parts- 
fit Nicomedus by a length. The third 
horse, Sagacity, was described to me by 
his trainer, Captain Boyd-Rochfort, as 
being “a very ordinary maiden _plater.” 
As for the remaining 4 runners, it would 
not surprise me if they went through 
the rest of the season with their maiden 
certificates intact. 

Sir Victor Sassoon paid about £7,000 
for Pinturischio’s dam, Natalina da Mu- 
rano, 4 years ago. This mare, then the 
property of the Dormello Stud at Arona 
in Italy, is by Orsenigo out of Nervesa, 
a half-sister to Nearco. 


Another One Thousand for France? 


British hopes of winning the One 
Thousand Guineas. which has gone to 
the French in 3 of the last 4 years, re- 
ceived a blow when Ambergris, winner 
of last year’s Champagne Stakes and 
rated among the best of the home-trained 
fillies, failed lamentably in the 7-furlong 
Spring Fillies’ Stakes, run on the same 
day as Pinturischio’s debut. 

Ambergris may have been in need of 
this outing but she was beaten a long way 
from home, and what is more, failed to 
run smoothly down the hill into the dip. 
This race was won by Verbena (by 
Vimy), which was receiving 13 pounds 
from Ambergris. The winner just held on 
to beat Lady Senator by a head, with 
Tudor Top (by Tudor Minstrel) a length 
away third. 

Verbena, which had never won before. 
will run in the One Thousand Guineas, 
and so will Tudor Top, but I can not 
visualize either of these fillies, or any 
others trained in England, providing any 
serious opposition to the Aga Khan’s 
French-trained Opaline II. 

I had flown to Paris on April 7 to see 
Opaline I run in the 7-furlong Prix Im- 
prudence at Maisons-Laffitte. This lovely 
Hyperion filly did not win, but she was 
certainly not disgraced in being beaten a 
length by Francois Dupre’s Solitude, 
which had beaten the Irish colt Typhoon 
in the Prix Morny at Deauville last Au- 
gust. Solitude. which holds no English

On the same day at Maisons-Laffitte, 
Etienne Pollet’s colt L’Epinay (by Buis- 
son Ardent) won the 7-furlong Prix 
Djebel. maintaining the form which had 
resulted in his being rated at 128 pounds 
in the 1960 French Free Handicap. But 
L’Epinay has not grown or developed 
since his 2-year-old days, and I shall be 
surprised if he is good enough to win the 
Two Thousand Guineas. The Irish chal- 
lenge in this race does not seem strong, 
either, for Typhoon. the main hope from 
that country. has failed twice this sea- 
son, although it would be well to remem- 
ber that Martial (from the same stable) 
was beaten twice before defeating the 
French colt Venture VII in last year’s 
Two Thousand.

ITALY 
The Classic Contenders 


Rome. Despite being very well off for 
sophomores, the Razza Dormello-Olgiata 
did not have a runner in the first of the 
classics, the Premio Elena, run at the 
Capannelle. Rome. Original plans had 
been for Maria Barosso (Wilwyn—Mina 
di Sienna) to do duty in the Premio Pisa 
and the Elena. leaving more time to pre- 


pare Modigliana (Botticelli—Maribelle) 
for the Italian Oaks and a probable trip 
overseas to become the first Italian filly 
to contest the Epsom Oaks. Unfortunately, 
Maria Barosso ran a miserable race in 
the Premio Pisa. and it was left to her 
stablemate Delvin (Janitor—Deveria. by 
Tehran) to pull the chestnuts out of the 
fire. This he did in no uncertain manner 
when he won by 3 lengths from the Razza 
del Soldo’s Falpala in the field of 12. 
Delvin proved this result to be no fluke 
when he later carried off the XXXIX 
Triennale at San Siro, beating another of 
the Razza del Soldo’s classic hopes, Lauso, 
by 11% lengths. 

The Razza del Soldo elected to run 
the recent winners Ninabella and Midin- 
ette in the Premio Elena. The Razza 
Spineta’s Bella Be was the favorite at 5-1 
on. but she was overtrained and could do 
no better than to finish third, 3 lengths 
behind the second horse. Ninabella and 
the prospective stayer Nuria fought a 
terrific battle throughout the homestretch 
and only superior speed enabled Nina- 
bella to cross the wire three-quarters of a 
length in front. 

Ninabella. reputed to be very lazy. is 
an all-quality chestnut, very powerful be- 
hind the saddle. She was bred by the 


Baroda Stud in-Ireland and she cost the 
Razza del Soldo $18,000 when sent up to 
Goff’s yearling sales in 1959. She is by 
Relic’s son Buisson Ardent out of Nile 
Sayajirao from Oatflake, and

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the third dam Avena was a sister to the 
Epsom Derby winner Trigo. 

Intense interest attends the coming 
visit of H. M. Queen Elizabeth II, and it 
has become every owner’s aim to have 
a runner for the Derby on May 4. Already 
there are signs that the record field of 14 
in the years 1887, 1896, and 1952 will! be 
surpassed. 

The Razza Ticino’s Molvedo (*Ribot— 
Maggiolina). champion 2-year-old of his 
generation, has still to run this year; he 
has been suffering from an injured fet- 
lock joint. He is expected to be fit in 
time for the Derby. and will probably 
make his seasonal debut in the Premio 
Emanuele Filiberto a fortnight before 
the Derby. 

Besides Delvin. the Razza Dormello- 
Olgiata has 4 colts any of which could 
turn out to be the champion. They are 
Utrillo, a chestnut by *Toulouse Lautrec 
—Urbinella. by Alycidon, winner of 2 
races this year and second to Grey Ghost 
in the Premio Firenze; Bazille, a chestnut 
by *Toulouse Lautrec from the crack race 
mare Barbara Sirani. by Verso II, winner 
of one race and second to Utrillo on his 
debut; Bonnard, a bay by Tenerani from 
Buonamica (thus a half-brother to Botti- 
celli, Braque, and Barbara Sirani), a win- 
ner this year; and Della Porta. a big 
chestnut by Blue Peter from Desublea, by 
Niccolo Dell’Arca, beaten a neck by Bon- 
nard on his first and only outing. 

*Toulouse Lautrec. sire of Marguerite 
Vernaut and Feria. may have another 
good filly in Mario Ugge’s 3-year-old Qui 
Vive. which created something of a sensa- 
tion recently in beating Modigliana by 
a neck in the 9-furlong Premio Prealpi. 
Granted that Modigliana was giving her 
5 pounds and was not thoroughly wound 

Qui Vive appears to be a top-class 


prospect, providing a habit of swishing 
her tail is not a sign of jadiness.
